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SPOILSPORTS 

Councillors press ahead with plans to 
restrict ball games and skateboarding

BALL games and skateboard¬ 
ing are set to be banned at 
more than 100 locations across 
Harlow in a move which is 
being branded as ridiculous. 

Councillors have given the 
go-ahead for byelaws to be 
introduced at a number of shop¬ 
ping areas, hatches and garage 
areas to reduce nuisance and pre- 
/ vent danger to the public. 

The move was pushed through by 
members of the council’s environment 
and community committee last month 
and ratified by the full council on 
Thursday. 

The lengthy list of designated 
*** locations will now go to the 
Secretary of State for provisional 


approval before it is the subject of a 
month-long public consultation exercise. 

But Steve Hemming, owner of Motel 6 
Skate Shop in Wych Elm and one of the 
prime movers in the campaign to get the 
new skate park built off First Avenue, 
criticised the move. 

“It seems ridiculous with all the pub¬ 
licity regarding child obesity that Harlow 
Council stops people from doing physical 
activity on their doorstep,” he said. 
“What will they stop next. . . running?” 

Environment and community commit¬ 
tee chairman Eddie Johnson said the 
council did not want to stop children 
playing but rather to encourage them to 
do so in the correct areas. 

He said police had been called on 
numerous occasions over the years 
because of problems with youths playing 
ball games and skateboarding. 

“We thought it was necessary because 
it was getting to the stage where it was 
becoming a health and safety issue and 
dangerous for residents,” he said. 

“Consultation has already taken place 


with the community and young people. 
The thing to remember is that we don’t 
want to stop children playing, we just 
want them to play in the right areas.” 

He said there are plenty of accessible 
play areas for youngsters to go to and 
said the new skate park is big enough to 
accommodate the town’s skating young¬ 
sters. 

“They will be safer and they will not 
be at risk of knocking down an elderly 
person or having near misses,” he said. 

Providing there are no objections to 
the byelaws, the list will go back to the 
Secretary of State for ratification leaving 
police and authorised council officers to 
enforce the rules.

ed an adjournment for 
further information to be 
obtained. 

Judge Christopher Ball 
granted the application 
and ordered Kirton to 
remain in custody until 
January 19. 

Mr Kirton, who is now 
sitting as an independent 
as a result of the allega¬ 
tions, is accused of com¬ 
mitting three sexual off¬ 
ences against the teenag¬ 
er since February 1 this 
year. 


Shop manager 
fights back to 
thwart robber

A DEFIANT shopkeeper has 
spoken of the moment he 
punched a robber who had 
sprayed him in the face with 
the contents of an aerosol can. 

Sunil Raja was attacked by the 
thief who then grabbed armfuls 
of cigarettes and alcohol from 
his store in Elm Hatch, Harlow. 

But instead of letting the robber 
escape unchallenged, the 48-year-old 
ran out of his shop and punched the 
man to the ground, causing him to 
drop most of his haul. 

The man then ran off in the direc¬ 
tion of Moor Tower, a high-rise apart¬ 
ment block. 

Mr Raja, who has been manager of 
Amar Mini-Market for 20 years, told 
the Star: “It was just an instinctive 
reaction, I didn’t think twice. 

“If it happened again I would have 
done the same thing because he made 
away with much less than he would if 
I hadn’t confronted him.” 



After the robbery took place at 
8.30pm on Saturday Mr Raja returned 
to the store and pressed the panic but¬ 
ton, alerting police who were on the 
scene in less than five minutes. 

His injuries were later treated by 
paramedics who administered an eye¬ 
wash. 

Mr Raja returned to work on 
Monday. “I feel angry, who would¬ 
n’t?” he said. “I have had a crime 
committed against me. 

“We have CCTV footage of every¬ 
thing that happened. I don’t want him 


to get away with it. 

“I have been here for 20 years and 
this is the first time that anything like 
this has happened to me. This is a one- 
off and we’re not going to let it affect 
business.” 

Police this week issued an appeal 
for help tracing the robber who is 
described as black, of chubby build 
and about 1.83m (6ft) tall. He was 
wearing a dark-green hooded water¬ 
proof anorak.

F ollowing on from 
last week’s piece 
about the former 
Burnt Mill railway, I 
thought it might be a good 
time to take a look at what 
life was like when the 
village itself existed. 

Sadly, Burnt Mill was the only one 
of several small communities 
which was completely flattened to 
make way for the New Town. 

But in its day it was a lively 
community in the parish of 
Netteswell with 60 houses, shops 
and two clubs as well as the 
railway station. 

Burnt Mill was closely linked with 
Little Pamdon, Netteswell Cross, 
Spurriers and St Andrew’s where 
many of the villagers were 
christened or married. 

Once a predominantly agricultural 
area, the life and soul of the village 
was born when a factory which 
specialised in making items for the 
Navy moved its base to the former 
mill which is now home to Harlow 
Outdoors Pursuits centre. 

The factory closed in 1932 but the

village survived purely because of 
the enterprise the business brought 
to it. 

It is thought about 40 or so 
families displaced during the 
building of the New Town still live 
in Harlow. Dorothy Collingridge, 
(79) is one of them and told 
Nostalgia she has fond memories 
of her childhood there. 

“I lived at the back of a sweet shop 
called Mrs Bonney. I was there 
from when I was eight; I moved 
there with my mother from 


Debden. 

“I used to go to the local Sunday 
school - there was a chapel in the 
village. My mother used to belong 
to the Women’s Institute and used 
to knit socks during the war for the 
women’s forces. Everybody knew 
everybody.” 

She added: “I was married and had 
moved out when they demolished 
the village but my mother had to 
move into a flat. It was really very 
sad and it seemed unnecessary to 
take all of that.” 


PETROL DANGER

If the situation is critical or life-threatening go to 
your nearest accident and emergency depart¬ 
ment or call 999 for an ambulance. 

An emergency is a critical or life-threatening situ¬ 
ation such as: 

• unconsciousness 

• heavy bleeding 

• suspected broken bones 

• a deep wound, like a stab wound 

• chest pains for 15 minutes or more 

• breathing difficulties - if someone is struggling 
for breath or turning blue 

• overdose, swallowing something harmful or 
poisonous 

• a rash that does not fade when you press a 
glass tumber or finger against it. 

For 24/7 help and advice - NHS Direct also has 
an authoritative website - www.nhsdirect.nhs.uk - 
and a digital service on Sky Interactive and 
Freeview channel 100.

‘Stay at home’ with winter virus 

ANYONE suffering from the winter virus that 
causes diarrhoea and vomiting should stay away 
from work or school and not visit relatives in 
hospital until they have been free of symptoms 
for 48 hours. 

Patients with the virus do not need hospital treat¬ 
ment, except in exceptional circumstances, as the 
illness tends to run its course and resolve itself 
without the need for medical attention. 

Symptoms include nausea (feeling sick), a 
sudden onset of vomiting, diarrhoea, stomach 
pains or cramps, headaches, fever and tiredness.

Although the symptoms tend to pass after one or 
two days, people can remain infectious for up to 
48 hours afterwards. 

Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust medical 
director Dr Sandra Dimmock (pictured) said: “The 
winter vomiting disease can pass from one per¬ 
son to another very easily. It is unpleasant but 
rarely serious and most people make a full recov¬ 
ery within one or two days. 

“The virus can be more 
serious for very sick and 
vulnerable patients and that’s 
why we urge people to stay 
away from hospital.” 

She added: “If you have the 
virus, it’s important to wash 
and dry your hands thoroughly 
after going to the toilet and 
before you handle food to 
prevent the virus being 
passed on to others.

“There is no specific treatment 

for the virus and the general advice is to drink 

lots of water and take lots of rest.” 

Amanda Kirkham, NHS West Essex’s community 
matron in infection control, said good hygiene 
was the key to avoiding the infection and 
preventing its spread. This included thorough 
hand washing with soap and water, especially 
after using the toilet. 

Keeping toilet and bathroom areas clean will also 
help limit the spread to others in the household. 

There is no specific treatment for the bug apart 
from letting it run its course. However people with 
symptoms should ensure they drink plenty of 
fluids in order to avoid dehydration. 

If the illness persists for more than a few days 
people should contact their GP by phone or take 
advice from NHS Direct on 0845 46 47. 
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Banker cleared of manslaughter but brother faces retrial 



A BANKER accused of killing a pleasure 
boat captain in a drunken brawl has been 
cleared of manslaughter. 

The Old Bailey jury unanimously 
I acquitted Christopher Liddard (23), of 
A Challinor, Harlow, at the end of a two- 
A week trial. He was also found not 
^guilty on charges of affray and 
assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm.

His brother Andrew (28), of Plomer 
Avenue, Hoddesdon - who was also 
charged with mansalughter and assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm - faces 
the possibility of a retrial after the jury 
was unable to reach a verdict. 

The Crown Prosecution Service is 
expected to announce next month whether 
it will seek a new trial. 

During the trial the prosecution alleged 
that Christopher Liddard started a fight 
which led to the death of pleasure boat 


crewman Michael Reed (67), who died of 
a heart attack after Andrew Liddard 
punched him in the face, it is said. 

Trouble flared when both brothers were 
thrown off the Millennium of Peace 
pleasure boat at Tower Bridge Pier on the 
night of June 2 after drunkenly abusing 
passengers. 

The Old Bailey heard Christopher 
Liddard aimed a punch at Mr Reed's col¬ 
league, Martin Welsh, before Andrew 
Liddard waded in and struck Mr Reed 


Giving evidence, Christopher Liddard 
admitted he had lost his temper but said 
he then tried to calm his brother when he 
was being restrained. 

Earlier the jury was told 
Christopher Liddard had admit¬ 
ted a charge of common assault 
for which he is due to be sen¬ 
tenced on January 30 next year.

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Maddy book 'will 
stand up in court'

A FORMER solicitor who has written 
a controversial new book about the 
disappearance of three-year-old Made¬ 
leine McCann claims “every sentence” 
would stand up to scrutiny in a court 
of law. 

Tony Bennett (61), of Chippingfield, Old 
Harlow, has risked the wrath of Kate and 
Gerry McCann’s lawyers after publishing 
What Really Happened To Madeleine 
McCann? in which he claims the little girl 
was not kidnapped. 

In the 64-page book Mr Bennett questions the 
McCanns’ version of events on the night their 
daughter was reported missing from the Port¬ 
uguese holiday apartment where the family were 
staying in May 2007. 

The McCanns have already won huge libel pay¬ 
outs from Express Newspapers for publishing sto¬ 
ries alleging the couple were responsible for their 
daughter’s death. 

But speaking to the Star on Monday, Mr 
Bennett appeared unconcerned about the possibil¬ 
ity of expensive legal action. 

“I’ve spent a long time researching this book,” 
he said. “I’ve looked at all the evidence found by 
Portuguese police in great detail and I’m confi¬ 
dent every sentence would stand up in court 
should it come to that.” 

The £3 paperback, which has been released as 
the McCanns prepare to launch a second high-pro¬ 
file Christmas appeal for help finding their daugh¬ 
ter, has already been purchased by hundreds of 
people from Mr Bennett’s website. He has also 
sent copies to the national press. 

Mr Bennett is no stranger to controversy over 
the case. In November last year he attempted to 
prosecute the couple under the Children and

Tories accused over 
'care-free' priorities 


Knife-wielding teen

A SIX-point plan outlining 
Harlow Council’s must-do proj¬ 
ects over the next three years has 
been criticised for showing a lack 
of care. 

Opposition councillors crit- 
icsed the Conservative adminis¬ 
tration’s corporate priorities 
which were rubber-stamped at 
Thursday’s full council meeting. 

Top of the list is regeneration 
followed by other key projects 
including the promotion of a 
cleaner town and tackling hous¬ 
ing need. 

But the list did not win the sup¬ 
port of Labour or Liberal Demo¬ 
crat councillors because it omit¬ 
ted one of the previous adminis¬ 
tration’s key priorities which set 
out to promote a caring commu¬ 
nity with a high quality of life. 


It also failed to mention the 
council’s commitment to keeping 
its housing stock or discretionary 
services on which many people 
in the town rely. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson said the document had 
been compiled following a 
lengthy period of consultation 
and represented what a majority 
of the town’s residents who voted 
the Conservatives into power 
wanted. 

Answering the critics, he 
added: “ft also doesn’t mention 
we have a couple of horses at 
Pets Comer or that we will con¬ 
tinue to collect council tax. 

“We cannot be all things to all 
men and all women; there is an 
awful lot of good in these priori¬ 
ties.” 


A TEENAGER who attacked a 
60-year-old man at a recycling 
point in Harlow has been sent 
to a young offenders institutu- 
ion for three-and-a-half years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told the 17-year-old stole 
the victim’s car keys and then 
forced him to drive the vehicle 
before ordering him to get out. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was 
warned that if he carried on as 
he had been, he ran the risk of 
receiving an indefinite prison 
sentence. 

The attack happened on May 
4 this year when the victim, 
Tony Brightley, was visiting 
the Tesco recycling centre in 
Edinburgh Way, Harlow. 

The court was told that dur¬ 


ing the assault Mr Brightley 
sustained a four-inch gash to 
his face which was caused by 
the blade of a modelling knife 
wielded by the defendant. 

The youth pleaded guilty to 
charges of malicious wound¬ 
ing, robbery and two counts of 
driving while banned. 

He was sentenced to three- 
and-a-half years detention for 
the robbery, 18 months for the 
wounding and four months for 
driving while banned, all to run 
concurrently. He was also 
banned from driving for a fur¬ 
ther two months. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub told him: 
“If you appear before a crown 
court again you are liable to be 
detained indefinitely.”

Parking charge 

SIR, I was wondering if somebody 
could look into the charges and 
practices at the Harvey Centre car 
park. 

I have been using this car park on 
Sundays for many months when I go 
to the gym as it has been free but last 
Sunday when I went to the exit 
barrier and inserted my ticket it came 
up that I needed to pay. 

I pressed the help button on the 
machine and informed the car park 
attendant that I was not aware of any 
charge and that if I had known I 
would have parked somewhere else 
for free as I did not have any money 
on me. 

The attendant told me that the sign 
on the entrance informed drivers of 
the charges on Sundays. Once we 
checked and advised the attendant 
this was not the case he said there 
were boards detailing Sunday charges 
near the pay stations. I advised him 
that I had not passed the pay stations 
and if they had the charges at the 
entrance I would not have entered the 
car park. 

There was then a stand-off where I 


SIR, I have become hugely 
disillusioned by the public 
transport situation in Harlow 
after I discovered that it was 
quicker to walk to my destination 
than to take a bus. 

I dropped my son off at school 
and chose to catch a bus into town 
on my way to Harlow Town 
station since the walk would 
normally take me 40 minutes and 
that would have made me a few 
minutes late for my train. 

Cycling the distance would take 
15 minutes but that would involve 
replacing the bike I’d had stolen 
from outside the station a few 
days earlier. 

I started by waiting 15 minutes 
for a bus but was pleased to see 
that the route information 
displayed on the front of the bus 
included the railway station. I 
asked for a ticket to the station 
and was sold a ticket. 

I then spent the next 35 minutes 
enduring a convoluted tour of 
Harlow designed, presumably, to 
maximise town coverage whilst 
reducing the number of services 
actually running in the town. 

Five years ago, before I chose to 
cycle instead of paying a fare that 
had increased by 20 per cent in a 
year, the journey took 15-20 
minutes. In five years time I 
suspect that Harlow will be left 
with one single bus taking around 
three hours to complete a circuit. 
Further evidence of the 
inadequacy of the service on 
which I was trapped continued to 
bewilder as the bus spent around 
two minutes at every stop whilst 
fellow sufferers queued to pay, 
struggled with pushchairs and 
jostled around looking for 
somewhere to stand among the 
near capacity crowd already on 
board. 

We eventually made it to the 
Terminus Street bus station, 


waited at the exit for over 15 minutes 
as I did not have any money. In this 
time five other people people did not 
know of the Sunday charge and had 
to go to park up, pay and then exit 
again after the attendant told them 
the charges were displayed on the 
entrance. 

He then went on to tell me they had 
been operating like this for eight 
weeks and that I should have known 
to pay when I was at the car park a 
couple of Sundays before. On that 
occasion there was an attendant at the 
barrier who raised it without 
informing me of any new charges. 
Eventually the attendant said that if I 
was going to quibble over 20 pence 
then he would pay it himself and 
raised the barrier to let me out. 

I feel this problem should be 
rectified, even if it is just for 20 
pence, as I believe they have to 
display the charges on the entrance to 
the car park. The car park operator 
should also check for all cars that 
have paid this charge using its 
number plate recognition system and 
contact the owners to reimburse them 
or place a notice in the newspaper or 
at the entrance to the car park 
informing people on how to claim 
back their money.

When I questioned this shortfall, 
the driver pointed at another stop 
where services to the railway 
station left and assured me my 
ticket would be fine. So at this 
point I had the choice of taking 
the 10 minute walk for the 
remainder of my journey or 
waiting an unknown amount of 
time for the next bus. 

After a 10-minute walk I finally 
found myself at the railway 
station having taken an hour to 
get there, 20 minutes longer than 
the time it would have taken me 
to walk the journey. 

What surprised me most was not 
that my journey was stalled in the 
twice-daily gridlock that 
continues to scar Harlow - the 
bus lanes being introduced to the 
town should be of huge help to the 
bus companies in providing an 
efficient and reliable alternative 
to this. The difficulty with my 
journey was the dreadfully poor 
quality of the service operating as 
the most viable alternative to it. 
After this experience I now find 
that I am unable to blame anyone 
who has the means to drive 
everywhere from doing so, despite 
the suffering this causes the town 
and its environment. 

Furthermore, I have to feel sorry 
for everyone who hasn’t the 
means and is forced to accept the 
unacceptable on what must be a 
truly soul-destroying regular 
basis.

INEFFICIENT: Harlow’s Civic Centre received an ‘F’ rating for energy consumption

COUNCIL chiefs have been left 
red-faced over their green creden¬ 
tials after their town centre offices 
were given one of the worst energy 
efficiency ratings. 

Energy watchdogs have said more 
must be done to reduce the carbon foot¬ 
print of the Civic Centre and recom¬ 
mended the council considers installing 
wind turbines and solar panels to cut 
down electricity consumption. 

Staff are now being told to avoid using 
electric fans, heaters and reading lamps as 
part of a short-term strategy to reduce energy 
emissions at the Water Gardens building until 
realistic options for future energy saving are 
thought up. 

Earlier this year the council signed up to 
the Nottingham Convention, committing the 
authority to do its utmost to reduce its impact 
on the environment. 

It is also actively encouraging residents to 
recycle more and only a few weeks ago 
announced it would be advising householders 
on energy-saving measures for their homes. 

Former councillor Jane Steer told the Star: 
“They knew this would take place and they 
did nothing to try to improve it. It is setting an 
extremely bad example to residents. 

“I can hear in my mind now people saying 
‘If they can’t be bothered, why should we?’ 
That will not help any of us.” 

In his report, the energy inspector said the 
kWh consumption of the building needs to be 
almost halved in order for it to improve its 
‘F’ rating to an average ‘D’. The best rating is 
‘A’ and the worst ‘G’. 


Two other council-run buildings - The 
Playhouse theatre and the Leah Manning 
Centre - received ‘B’ and ‘E’ ratings respec¬ 
tively. 

Susie Squire, campaign manager for the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “As families tight¬ 
en their belts in the credit crunch their coun¬ 
cil should be doing all it can to save them 
money, not literally throwing it down the 
drain with such carelessness. 

“There are simple and inexpensive ways to 
make a building energy efficient and the 
council should be doing more to ensure that 
it keeps costs down.” 


A council spokesman said: “Cutting our 
carbon footprint is an issue we are taking 
very seriously and we have major plans for 
doing this. An energy action plan, which has 
already been discussed in draft, is due to be 
considered again soon. It proposes a wide 
range of initiatives and measures for the 
Civic Centre and other buildings. 

“While the rating for the Civic Centre is 
disappointing, it does give us a good base for 
making energy efficiency improvements. We 
have issued guidance to staff on what they 
can do to help and we will be monitoring 
energy usage regularly.”

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OAP warns 
of asbestos 
'timebomb' 


A PENSIONER who was forced to 
leave her home after a fire damaged 
floor tiles containing asbestos fears 
the presence of the material in 
council houses could be a “ticking 
timebomb” . 

Olga Sewell (71), of Ladyshot, Harlow, 
was told by housing officers she would 
have to temporarily move out of her prop¬ 
erty while the asbestos was dealt with. 

She said a surveyor brought in to assess the 
damage told her it had been used in the con¬ 
struction of council properties across the town. 

“I was surprised to say the least,” said Mrs 
Sewell. “He told me it was used in houses all 
over Harlow. I had no idea it was so prevalent. 

“The worry is that people who are ripping up 
their flooring or doing other home improvement 
tasks aren’t aware of the danger they could be 
putting themselves and their families in.” 

Although asbestos only poses a risk to health 
if it is disturbed or damaged, anyone sanding, 
sawing or drilling anything containing the min¬ 
eral will be putting themselves in danger.

Asbestos was used extensively in house¬ 
building between the 1950s and 1980s. 
Exposure to the fibres can cause lung cancer, 
mesothelioma and asbestosis. 

“This nasty stuff is a ticking timebomb for 
anyone who doesn’t realise it’s there,” said Mrs 
Sewell. 

But a Harlow Council spokesman said there 
was no risk from asbestos providing it was 
properly maintained and said it had compiled a 
data base of properties in whiuch it was present. 

“Tenants must get the council’s permission 
before they add, alter, replace or improve any¬ 
thing in their home,” he added. “At this point 
tenants would be advised whether any building 
materials they plan to work on may contain 
asbestos. 

“If tenants think they may disturb asbestos 
when carrying out minor DIY work in their 
home, they should seek advice either from the 
Health and Safety Executive website or from 
the council.”

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Judge raps prisoner 
for jail cell protest 

A PRISONER who twice refused to 
leave his cell to go to court because 
he feared he would then be sent to 
a tougher jail was told by a judge 
that being in prison “wasn’t an 
invitation to a party”. 

Judge David Turner told Mark Rhead 
(20), of Ladyshot, Harlow: “If everyone 
did it the system would grind to a halt.” 

The judge, sitting at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, then sentenced Rhead to eight months 
in prison for handling stolen property and his 
two failures to appear in court, to run concur¬ 
rent to a five-month sentence already imposed. 

Rhead’s jail protests occurred on November 
24 and 25. Although he was being held in the 
category C Hollesley Bay prison, Rhead feared 
he could have ended up in a higher category 
jail. 

Judge Turner referred to the system under 
which prisoners can leave one prison and end 
up in another as “the churn”. 

“It involves a prisoner leaving one jail and 
by the end of the day he’s in another. From a 
human view I have some sympathy,” he said. 

“I give you the benefit of the doubt for the 
bail matters - I expect you were motivated by 
the desire to stay in the place the system decid¬ 
ed to put you - but if everyone did it the sys¬ 
tem would grind to a halt.” 

Rhead admitted handling a stolen Vauxhall 
Corsa and a car registration plate worth a total 
£1,060. The offences occured back in January, 
weeks after he had been given a nine-month 
suspended sentence for attempted burglary. 

He received five months jail for the original 
offence which he was serving at the time of his 
later court appearances.

Gifts from the heart 
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Government 
must invest 
in town now 
says council 

COUNCIL chiefs are to 
lobby Whitehall in a bid to 
help Harlow through the 
recession. 

Councillors want the 
Government to bring 
forward planned spending 
and investment in the town 
in order to boost the local 
economy. 

Liberal Democrat Chris 
Millington tabled a motion 
at Thursday’s full council 
meeting calling on the 
authority to publish an 
urgent action plan 
highlighting measures it 
intends to take to help 
Harlow residents and 
businesses though the 
recession. 

An amended version of the 
motion was agreed after 
Conservative councillor 
Simon Carter rattled off a 
list of measures currently 
under way to address the 
issue. 

But he added: “We can 
only do so much. As a 
result of high energy costs, 
high inflation, falling 
income and the impact of 
the credit crunch and 
recession, not to mention 
profligate previous 
administrations, our 
resources are very limited. 
It has to be up to the 
Government to bring 
forward investment to 
provide employment and 
new infrastructure.” 

He said a Government 
Growth Area Funding 
grant of £ 14.2m will have 
to be shared over two years 
with six other councils and 
said the town was in 
desperate need of a 
northern bypass to cope 
with the planned 
development of Harlow 
North. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said this week he would do 
everything he could to win 
more funding for the town. 
“Under this Government, 
support to local 
government increased 39 
per cent above inflation in 
the first decade in office, 
and is up by an extra 
£8.9bn through this current 
three-year settlement,” he 
said.

Police to target 
Christmas crime 


A POLICE operation billed as 
the biggest the town has seen in 
recent years has been launched in 
a major crackdown on crime and 
disorder over the Christmas and 
New Year period. 

The six-pronged approach will see 
drugs dogs enter licensed premises in 
and around Harlow and portable knife 
detectors placed at random locations. 

Known criminals will be sent Christmas 
cards warning them if they carry on their ille¬ 
gal activity they will continue to be arrested 
and notes will be slipped into unlocked cars 
and unsecured properties to remind owners 
about the importance of keeping valuables 
safe and secure.

Extra officers will also be drafted in to 
carry out high-visibility patrols in trouble 
hot-spots and other locations in order to deter 
troublemakers and keep the peace as well as 
reduce repeat offending and prevent shoplift¬ 
ing in the town centre. 

The crackdown, dubbed Operation 
Christmas Tree, marks the first time a series 
of smaller operations have been co-ordinated 
to run together to reduce trouble into the 
New Year. 

Inspector Andy Bray, of Harlow police, 
told the Star: “This is not just targeted at 
members of the public. We want to ensure 


they stay safe but we want to make sure 
known criminals know we are out there to 
visit them and monitor their behaviour. 

“We will be letting them know that if they 
continue committing offences they will carry 
on being arrested. It is a call for them to 
change their ways for the New Year.” 

As part of the operation, club managers 
can make it compulsory for revellers to pass 
through a knife detecting arch before they 
enter the premises. 

Police are also understood to have been 
given the nod by all licence holders in the 
town and surrounding areas to allow sniffer 
dogs on to premises to search for drugs. 

Mr Bray added: “What we want to say is 
go out and enjoy yourselves but use some 
common sense and treat people as you would 
like to be treated yourself.” 



Town marks anniversary 
of UN rights declaration 


HARLOW hosted a signing 
ceremony to re-enforce the 
town’s support for human 
rights across the world. 

Harlow Council chairman 
Tony Hall, pictured right , was 
joined by Robert Mountsteven, 
a member of the Harlow branch 
of the UN’s Universal Decla¬ 
ration of Human Rights. 

The ceremony took place on 
the 60th anniversary of the day 
it was adopted by the UN 
General Assembly on 
December 10, 1948. 

It represented the first global 
expression of rights to which all 
human beings are entitled. 

The replica declaration will 
hang in the Civic Centre coun¬ 
cil chamber alongside a previ¬ 
ous one presented to the coun¬ 
cil in 1969. 

Mr Hall said: “This year is 
the 60th anniversary of the dec¬ 
laration which is an important

N ot so long ago I met a wonderful 
man, an engineer by trade, who 
talked in detail to me about the 
mechanics of watches and clocks. 

Where did he tell me about all this? Was 
it at a conference? A business meeting? A 
factory? No. It was outside the Harlow 
Homeless Centre in Wych Elm. 

This highly intelligent, decent and 
interesting man was homeless. For a 
number of reasons he had fallen on hard 
times and had taken to drink. A few 
months later he was found dead. 

But in his last remaining months, 
because of Streets2Homes, John had 
been given a pass back to his humanity. 
The love and kindness of the volunteers 
of the centre had - for a few weeks - 
transformed John’s life for the better. 

It wasn’t just that John had been 
provided with food and clothing; it was 
because he had been given back his 
dignity. 

Another time I was called by the centre 
director Patsy Dye and told that a 
regular visitor- a good and gentle chap - 
had been beaten up. When I asked why, I 
was told that some youths had done it for 
a laugh. They gave him a good kicking 
because he was sleeping rough. 

When I visited him a few hours later he 
was still shaking and yet gently defiant. 
Streets2Homes was there to look after 
him, dress his wounds, offer a cup of tea 
and give some counselling. 

A few years ago, in Broad Walk, I came 
across Ron Hetem, a great character who 
had also suffered some difficulties and 
was homeless. Streets2Homes offered 
Ron a way up. He now has a home 
thanks to his local church and he gives 
back to the centre by being a volunteer 
and resident photographer! 

Ron is an amazing person and part of an 
incredible and cheerful group of 
volunteers who work day and night to 
cook meals, organise events and keep the 
centre tidy. The volunteers are central to 
Streets2Homes and the organisation 
would not exist without them. They are a 
living example of a group of passionate 
individuals putting service to others 
before themselves. They are the essence 
of all that is best about the community 
spirit in Harlow. 

People sometimes ask me why I am so 
involved with the centre in fundraising 
and other activities. My answer is 
simple: Harlow Homeless Centre is a 
place that has opened my eyes and 
touched my heart. 

Contrary to what some people think, 
homeless people are not vagrants or 
scroungers. Most have just had a run of 
very bad luck or serious misfortune. It 
doesn’t matter whether you’re rich or 
poor, with a university degree or no 
education, any of us could be homeless 
one day if we suffer from such a 
misfortune. 

It’s because of organisations like 
Streets2Homes that homeless people will 
always have a hope of a better life - or 
even that the life they once knew will 
return. 

I wish all Star readers a most happy 
Christmas and New Year and urge 
everyone to support Streets2Homes, 
whether it be through funds or offering 
your expertise.

Help yourself to keep healthy 

THERE is plenty you can do to help yourself 
in case you fall ill over the holiday period. 

It is a good idea to keep a well-stocked 
medicine cabinet at home to help cope with 
common illnesses, such as colds and flu, 
coughs, sore throats, indigestion, and 
headaches. 

Paracetamol, aspirin or ibuprofen are the 
most common remedies for pain, fever and 
headaches. These remedies will also reduce 
a high temperature. 

Children under 16 should not take aspirin. If 
you have children, remember to include 
appropriate medicines for them in your med¬ 
icine cabinet. 

If you are asthmatic, have ulcers or suffer 
from indigestion speak to a GP or pharma¬ 
cist before taking aspirin or ibuprofen. 

It is also worth asking your pharmacist for a 
rehydration mixture if you have sickness and 
diarrhoea. You should also stock up on an 
indigestion remedy, cough medicines, and 
decongestants for blocked noses. 

Always read the label and patient informa¬ 
tion before taking medicines and only take 
the recommended dose. You should always 
keep all medicines in their original contain¬ 
er. 

You should make sure all medicines are in a 
secure place, out of the reach of small chil¬ 
dren, and do not use them if they are out of 
date. 

Do not take over-the-counter medicines for 
headache relief for more than the recom¬ 
mended few days without talking to a health 
professional. 

You can ease a blocked nose, stuffiness 
and a sore throat by breathing in steam 


from a hot shower, in the bath or from a 
basin. Make sure you get plenty of rest and 
avoid strenuous exercise. 

If you do not feel like eating, try soup 
instead. Make sure you drink plenty of flu¬ 
ids. 

Drinking water helps prevent bladder and 
bowel problems, and kidney stones. You 
should try to drink six to eight glasses 
(about two litres) of water a day. Drink more 
if you feel unwell are hungover or going on 
long journeys. Tap water is good for you - 
and cheaper than bottled water. Swap fizzy 
drinks for unsweetened fruit juice. 


Pharmacists are medicines 
experts and can provide you 
with on-the-spot advice and 
treatment about many common 
health problems, like tummy 
troubles, allergies, aches and 
pains and viruses (like coughs 
and colds). 


Keep a basic first aid kit in the 
home so you are ready to deal with 
minor emergencies. 

Your first aid kit should include a 
thermometer, sterile eye pads, 
adhesive tape, tweezers, sharp 
scissors, disposable gloves, anti¬ 
septic liquid or cream, plasters, 
non-absorbent cotton wool and 
elastic bandages and dressings.

Free flu jabs are for those in the at-risk 
groups which include adults and children 
who suffer from asthma, 
heart disease and dia¬ 
betes, along with every¬ 
one aged 65 or over. 

Rory McCrea, NHS

director, said: “The flu 
vaccine doesn’t contain 
any live virus, so it can’t 
cause flu.

’’Those who got the jab last year will need 
to get a new jab this winter, as the virus 
changes every year and the vaccine 
needs to match the latest version of the 
virus. 

The best way to avoid catching flu is to 
get immunised. 


Practical tips to help avoid spreading 
germs: 

y Always carry tissues 
y Cover your cough and sneeze with a tissue 
y Dispose of the tissue after one use 
/Clean your hands as soon as you can 


Do you know your NHS number?

If you have an old medical card, it will 
have an old-style NHS number consisting 
of letters and numbers. Having the old- 
style NHS number will not affect your 
care. 

You should know your NHS number as it 
is useful to give to staff who are caring for 
you. 

To get a new medical card and NHS num¬ 
ber, you will need to contact NHS by West 
Essex 01279 827473 or 01279 827519. 
Your NHS number is different from your 
National Insurance (Nl) number, which is 
used for tax and pensions.

REVIEW 

BEAUTY & THE BEAST 

Harlow Theatre Company, Victoria Hall Theatre, Harlow 

JUST like its heroine, this delightful 
fantasy whisked its audience away from 
a world of financial woes to a place of 
enchantment and wonder. 

Harlow Theatre Company’s Christmas play 
has grown in stature over the years to the 
point where it stands shoulder to shoulder 
with professional productions and it’s to the 
immense credit of all concerned that Beauty 
& The Beast must rate as the best yet. 

Director Paul Johnson’s free adaptation of the 
17th century French fairytale is a richly textured 
and warmly humorous affair, complete with 
visual and thematic nods to Jean Cocteau’s 
beloved 1946 movie La Belle et la Bete and 
Disney’s 1991 version while remaining very much 
its own creature. 

Fallen on hard times, wealthy merchant M’sieur 
Hulot (Steve Foster) and his daughters Belle and 
Nathalie live in a frugal cottage along with their 
housekeeper Marie. When he departs on a 
mission to rescue their finances and is waylaid by 
robbers, he’s saved by Beast and given succour in 
the cursed animal’s castle - until he plucks a 
single red rose for Belle and must exchange her 
freedom for his life. 

Amy Jaggers was spot-on as Belle, the dutiful 
daughter and caring companion who comes to 
love Beast for the heart she sees beating beneath 
his fierce exterior, projecting a gently sweet 
compassion that never felt anything but sincere 
and made her distress at his apparent fate all the 
more compelling. 

She was perfectly matched by Kyle Jaggers’ Beast, 
the performer hidden under the marvellous 
creation of Brian Herring and his team yet still 
able to project a gruff pathos with the potential 
for fury never far away as he was torn between 
his aggressive, selfish nature and the desire to win 
Belle’s heart, thereby breaking the curse and 
returning to human form. 

But it wasn’t all breathless romance and Johnson 
struck a deft balance by lightening the tone with

some most enjoyable comic characters. 

Dolleen Howlett was a particular treat, deliciously 
exuberant as the spoiled, demanding and 
excitable Nathalie, and playing very well against 
Tony Saxby as her hapless, pratfalling suitor 
Pierre. 

Then there were Richard Parsley as Beast’s 
foppish major domo Marcel and Sam Freeman as 
fellow servant Jacques, both transformed into 
animals by the same curse, who injected a lot of 
playful amusement into the scenes in the castle. 
Special mention must go to the effective and 
atmospheric set by Brian Miller, to Mike Penketh’s 
lighting design which gave it such vivid life and to 
Joce Johnson’s charming costumes, but in truth 
the entire cast and crew deserve praise for 
mounting such a thoroughly enjoyable and 


engaging experience. 

My seven-year-old daughter accompanied me to 
this review and emphatically ' 
afterwards proclaimed i 
“five stars out of five, 
definitely!” - and 
there’s certainly no 
arguing with that.

SET in a magical kingdom 
overcome by grief, The Tale Of 
Despereawc is almost as gloomy 
and glum as its characters, never 
matching the vibrancy or energy 
of the computer animation as one 
plucky mouse risks everything to 
save a friend from being eaten 
alive by rats. 

Sigourney Weaver’s narration provides the 
flimsy glue between scenes, welcoming 
us to the far off realm of Dor where 
"Christmas was nothing compared to 
soup day." 

On the first Sunday of every spring, royal 
chef Andre (voiced by Kevin Kline) and 
his loyal assistant Boldo unveil the year's 
royal concoction. But darkness descends 
after an inquisitive rat called Roscuro 
(Dustin Hoffman) falls into the soup, 
causing the Queen to collapse headfirst 
into her bowl of piping hot broth and die. 


Consumed by grief, the King decrees that 
the selling, making and eating of soup are 
all outlawed and vermin are banished 
from Dor. 

One tiny creature, a mouse called 
Despereaux Tilling (Matthew Broderick), 
dares to strike up a tender friendship with 
the King's daughter, Princess Pea. When 
the rest of Mouseworld discovers his 
reckless actions, Despereaux is cast out 
into violent Ratworld where he meets 
Roscuro and persuades the rat to seek 
forgiveness from the princess. 
Unfortunately, Pea reacts badly and 
Roscuro plots revenge with the help of 
servant girl Miggery Sow who harbours an 
impossible dream to become a princess. 
Together they plot to kidnap Pea and spirit 
her away to Ratworld where the sinister 
Botticelli presides over this subterranean 
lair of decay. 

Thus, Despereaux races against time to 
rescue Pea from her hellish predicament. 
The Tale Of Despereaux is all sweetness 
but no light, not once stirring the soul as 
the tiny hero proves that size doesn’t 
matter because actions speak louder than 
words.

HELLBOY II: THE GOLDEN ARMY 

(Universal Pictures, 12, retail & rental) 

There can’t seriously be any doubt that the 
forthcoming movie of The Hobbit is in anything but 
the safest of hands with Guillermo del Toro at the 
helm after establishing himself so emphatically as 
modern cinema’s premier fantasist. 

His first adaptation of Mike Mignola’s Hellboy set the 
bar pretty high but Hellboy II: The Golden Army 
straps a gallon of nitro to it and simply blows it 
through the roof. 

This is everything fans wanted, even more than they 
dared hope for, and showcases a film-maker at the 
absolute top of his game to date. 

Superficially more playful than the first film (and 
that’s probably a lot to do with the absence of 
undead Nazis this time around), this is also a comic 
book movie that takes the time and trouble to 
populate its fantastical world with three-dimensional, 
credible characters who show vulnerability, stupidity 
and passion. 

Oh, and the look of it, the amount of attention paid to 
the tiniest little details of production design, is just 
mind-blowing. 

The story picks up with Hellboy (Ron Perlman) and 
pyrotechnician Liz (Selma Blair) grappling with all the 
usual stresses of a relationship (“I’d give my life for 
her... but she also expects me to do the dishes!”) 
until the alarm sends them out with gillman Abe 
Sapien (Doug Jones) and the rest of the Bureau for 
Paranormal Research and Defence team to a lethal 
outbreak of tooth fairies. 

Fighting off the swarming critters and accidentally-on- 
purpose outing himself to the media, Hellboy picks 
up on the scent of a far bigger problem - disgusted 
with mankind for endlessly breaking a centuries-old 
truce, elf lord Nuada (Luke Goss) has determined to 
unleash the mythical Golden Army, 4,900 unstoppable 
goblin-crafted giant fighting machines designed to 
hammer humanity into oblivion. 

It’s fascinating to see the stone-fisted demon torn 
with such a moral dilemma; fighting evil Nazis is one 
thing, but the magical folk have a legitimate 
complaint and are facing extermination because of 
Man’s reckless destruction of the world. So which 
side should he really be on? 

He’s not the only one pulled in two directions, as Abe 
experiences his first taste of love, for Nuada’s twin 
sister Nuala (Anna Walton). 

Strongly favouring practical effects and costumes over 
virtual reality, del Toro crafts a world that feels entirely 
plausible and gives his characters plenty of room 
amid the frantic action to breathe, get maudlin drunk, 
joke around and emote. 

The opening flashback to Hellboy’s childhood with 
his adoptive father Professor Bruttenholm (John Hurt) 
relating the myth of the Golden Army as a bedtime 
time story is a delight, as is the introduction of new 
character Johann Krauss (a psychic medium who 
exists only as a smoky ectoplasm in a diving suit and 
is voiced with a wonderfully prissy German accent by 
Family Guy creator Seth MacFarlane), a big set-piece 
battle against a towering forest elemental on the 
streets of New York and an encounter with the 
spectral Angel of Death. 

The real centrepiece show-stopper is the BPRD’s visit 
to an underground troll market, a scene so crammed 
with detail and exotic creatures that it makes Star 


War’s cantina look like a quiet Sunday afternoon in 
the saloon bar of The Lamb And Flag. Del Toro really 
lets his wild imagination slip the leash here and the 
astonishing result is guaranteed to have you hitting 
the rewind button over and again. 

It’s almost a cliche for an entertainment to promise 
that ‘you’ll laugh, you’ll cry, you’ll cheer’ - but 
Hellboy II: The Golden Army delivers all three in 
spades. 

Extra features include a hugely entertaining 
commentary, the exhaustive and fascinating making- 
of documentary Hellboy: In Service Of The Demon, a 
tour of the troll market with del Toro and an animated 
epilogue showing the fate of a key villain from the 
first movie (and hopefully leading into the third).

Motoko’s not your typical Japanese schoolgirl - a bit 
of a tomboy and rather accident-prone, she prefers 
the rough-and-tumble company of boys and playing 
baseball.
